A change in new location for the 
Antioch postoffice calls for a new 
building at Lake and Victoria 
streets, Roy Kufolk, postmaster, an- 
nounced today. 

A contract with Joseph F. Moulis 
of Riverside, 111., provides for oc- 
cupancy of a brick building 24 x 58 
feet interior dimension not later 
than April 1, 1051. 

The rental contract signed by 
Walter Myers, assistant postmaster 
general, stipulates that the rear of 
the building shall have a loading 
platform with canopy, and a 30 x 40 
feet trucking area with an exit to 
the east on Victoria street. 

The property recently used by Carl 
Anderson as a used car lot, was 
purchased by Moulis from C. F. 
Spiering about six weeks ago. 

Charles Cermak, Jr., local real es- 
tate man, who aided in the trans- 
action, said the postoffice building 
will be but one of four rooms of 
a larger building Moulis will con- 
struct for business purposes. Two 
of the rooms will be smaller than 
that to be occupied by the postoffice 
and another will be about the same 
size. He may construct additional 
building space later. What busi- 
nesses will occupy the other rooms 
is not announced. 

Construction to Start Nov. 1 

Moulis is now receiving bids on 
the construction work and expects 
to award the contract in a few days. 
He wants to start building Nov. 1. 

The change to the Lake street lo- 
cation came after it was announced 
that the postoffice would be moved 
to the building formerly occupied 
by the township library on Main 
street. The (Main street room was 
said to be not so well suited because 
of the slope of the lot and the neces- 
sity of a loading chute in the rear. 

Moulis has a summer residence on 
Fox lake and has been coming to 
this community for many years. He 
is well known in Antioch and Lake 
Villa -which is his- mailing address 
during summer. ' He has other real 
estate at Cicero and Riverside.

A short time ago a new million-dollar research 
laboratory was opened in Chicago, on the campus of 
the Illinois Institute of Technology, It was built by 
the Association of American Railroads, on organiza- 
tion which represents practictally all of the leading 
lines of the country. Its purpose is to advance the 
science of railroading in every possible way. Every- 
thing from new engineering developments to the 
quality and practicality of shipping containers will 
be tested. In every case the goal will be the same 
— to enable the railroads to better their service to 
the shippers and passengers who use them. 

The laboratory is new, but the railroads' intense 
interest in research is not. Ever since the days of 
wooden rails railroad men have been working to 
Improve their product, which is the transportation 
of people and goods. And the over-all results are 
found in the magnificent railroad plant of today. 

In the words of Clifton Forge, Virginia, Review, 
"Railroads are far from just a string of cars on a 
track. They arc an over-changing human organi- 
zation, aggressively keeping step with a developing 
nation." Every major event that has occurred in 
this nation — whether it be the opening of the West 
or the prosecution of a great war, has depended in 
large part on the railroads for success. 

New carriers have come into being. But none 
of them can do a modicum of the work that is per- 
formed by the iron horse. The railroads carry the 
load.

Prince Hoards 
Jewels Worth 
20 Million 



DARBHANGA RAJ, India-There 
is one man in the world who could 
cover himself with jewels and have 
enough left to deck out several 
other persons, if he was so inclined. 
In fact, his jewels are estimated to 
be worth $20,000,000. 

He Is the Maharajadhiraj of Dar- 
bhanga, one of the few' remaining 
Indian princes who has more money 
than he knows what to do with. 
His brother nobles, many of whom 
now owe him money, lost their 
jewel hoards, palaces, fleets of mo- 
tor cars and other properties when 
the government of India took over 
recently. 

The Maharajadhiraj, however, 
had no state and he was not af- 
fected. His jewels, his lands, his 
cars and his palaces are his own, 
and while the government would 
like to whittle him down, as a mem- 
ber of the parliament he is able to . 
look after his Interests. 

Owns Famous Necklace 
The impending abolition of ab- 
sentee landlordism in India . will 
take something away, from him as 
he is the biggest of all, but he fig- 
ures to keep upwards of 20,000 acrea 
that are not tenant-farmed. Any- 
way, it said that If he lost every 
inch of his land holdings and never 
earned another rupee from his many 
other enterprises, his present ac- 
cumulated fortune would support 
his family and his 22,000 employees 
for four generations. 

His treasure of jewels includes 
the famous Marie Antoinette neck- 
lace, purchased at auction for 60,- 
000 pounds, from which he re- 
moved the" largest diamond be- 
cause it had - a black spot. 

He also owns the world's largest 
emerald, ■ which was purchased by 
his father from a fugitive Nepalesa 
prince for $180,000 but is thought to 
be worth four times that today. 

Among his means of transport In 
addition to solid silver carriages, 
Rolls Royce's and a private railway 
car are nine airplanes. 

His. palaces contain astonishing 
gewgaws -collected by succeeding 
generations with varying kinds of 
taste. In one room, where thrones 
with frameworks made of enormoua 
ivory tusks are flanked by four 
huge stuffed tigers, the walls are 
lined with distorting mirrors, like a 
Coney Island "fun house." 
.Carriage of Silver 
One of the bedrooms contains two 
four-poster bedsteads of solid ivory, 
carved in delicate filigree. There 
are ivory tables mounted on rhin- 
oceros feet, and thrones of solid 
silver cushioned with gold-worked 
red plush. 

( In the stables, the visitor is shown 
a carriage fifteen feet high, meant 
to be pulled by four elephants. Ex- 
cept the wooden wheels, this ve- 
hicle is solid silver, trimmed in 
pure gold. There are three slightly 
smaller silver carriages, designed 
to be horse-drawn. 

The Darbhahga dynasty lost its 
state because of its attitude toward 
the British. Considering the British 
something like untouchables, one 
Maharajadhiraj forced the British 
representative to stand well away, 
from him and downwind so that hia 
person would not pollute the breere. 
After a little of this treatment tho 
British took over the state, which- 
drastic punishment turned out to 
be the economic salvation of the 
present Maharajadhiraj. Had he 
been still ruling, the government of 
India would have taken over hia 
wealth.

ROME, Italy — The International 
College of Hairdressers had .their 
annual convention in Rome recent- 
ly and proved, if nothing else, any- 
thing can get in a woman's hair 
these days.

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Paratrooper Sets 
Record With 107 
Drops in One Day 

FAYETTEV1LLE, N. C. — A for- 
mer paratrooper from Dillon, Mont., 
has set a world's record for para- 
chute leaps In a single day by mak- 
ing 107 drops. 

Averaging better than one jump 
every 6 minutes and exhausting 
seven pilots, Sgt. John W. Swetich, 
broke the record with his 106th 
jump 10 hours to the minute after 
his first leap. 

He successfully topped the offi- 
cial record of 75 leaps by a Yugo- 
slav In London nnd the unofficial 
record of 105 leaps claimed by Juan 
Iriartc of Buenos Aires. 

He made his leaps into a plowed 
field. He wore a sweat shirt and 
regulation paratroop trousers, boots, 
and helmet. He taped his arms 
where the chute straps bound him. 

After each jump, a jeep and a 
pickup truck met him. The jeep 
rushed him back to the Piper Cub 
plane which took him aloft again, 
while the truck took his chutes to 
the hangar where sLx men were 
kept busy repacking them. 

His only complaint at the start 
was, "If I can survive those jeep 
rides, I'll be O. K." 

Swetich twisted his ankle and 
sprained his knee on the 51st jump, 
and slowed down long enough to 
have his right leg taped. After the 
09th jump his aides, all buddies 
from the 82nd Airborne Division, 
decided he should jump from 900 
feet instead of 700 because his re- 
actions were slower. From 900 feet 
he would have time to use his emer- 
gency parachute if necessary. 

He took only two 5-mlnute breaks 
throughout the grind, and ate only 
a milk shake with three eggs in it 
and a few candy bars.

LEEDS, England- — Nobility | 
throughout the world has been hav-1 
ing a tough time of it for a number 
of years, for the most part finding j 
themselves without people to rule. 

In England, however, it is a little 
different. English nobility Is finding 
it difficult to pay taxes. The latest . 
example is the Earl of Harewood, | 
nephew of King George, Who has 
been forced to ssll a third of his 
ancestral estates at auction to pay 
inheritance taxes. 

Most of the happy buyers were 
his old tenants— farmers and trades- 
people. A total of 7 .000 of his 22,000 
acres were sold to pay the taxes, 
amounting to approximately $2,196,- 
480. 

The Earl told his tenants he would 
like to have them bid in the homes 
and fields they had rented. 

Mrs. Annie Mary Ridsale, 83, 
bought the cottage she had lived in 
4Q years. When it was knocked down 
to her for $588, she said, "I am so 
happy I could walk home the 10 
miles to Leeds." 

The post office, with 614 acres, 
went for $7,420 and the shoemaker 
bought his shop for S168. 

One tenant paid $33,880 for two 
farms his family had worked on 
for around 300 years. 

Single farms brought as much as 
S23.100 for 175 acres and a house. 
Two others were withdrawn from 
sale because bids were too low. A 
King George III period stone house 
dating from American Revolu- 
tionary times brought $5,880. 

Old-Fashioned Coal Oil 
Aviation Fuel of Future 

NEW YORK— Alexander Ogston,! 
member of the aviation department 
of a large petroleum company, be- 
lieves that kerosene, the old-fash- 
ioned coal oil that grandmother 
used in her wick lamp and still 
used in many farm stoves, is the j 
fuel of the future airplane. 

Ogston said that while the con- 
ventional type of airplane engines 
would be built for at least 10 years, 
eventually air liners will be jet 
propelled. He believes kerosene 
will fulfill the needs of a safe and 
economic fuel. I 

"There is little doubt that a fuel 
of the general characteristics of 
kerosene comes closer to satisfy- 
ing the requiremnts than any oth- 
er," he says. 

He admitted that there have 
"been some 'severe fires" follow- 
ing the crash of a jet fighter plane, 
using kerosene, but that such 
crashes have been whore the air- 
craft has hit the ground at high 
speed, causing complete disintegra- 
tion of the structure. 

Ogston said research was now 
under way to find means to pro- 
tect kerosene from freezing at ex- 
tremely low temperatures. That 
will be necessary if military planes 1 
using kerosene are to operate in | 
the arctic regions. 



Streptomycin 
Streptomycin, costly and scarce 
until recently, is now coming into 
wide use in treating diseases of 
livestock and pets. It is one of the 
group of antibiotic drugs obtained 
from molds that grow in the soil. 
Veterinarians report that it gives 
excellent results against certain 
types of kidney infection in dogs 
and against swine erysipelas in 
turkeys. It also Is being used in 
combination with other drugs in 
treating infections of cavtle, includ- 
ing bovine mastitis.

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White House 
Reinforced With 
Steel Skeleton 

WASHINGTON— One day during 
the Christmas holidays, 1947, the 
210-pound butler at the White House 
walked across the second floor study 
and produced an "over the waves" 
sensation and tinkling of the chan- 
delier In the Blue room directly be- 
low, 

That was the first indication that 
old age was creeping up on the his- 
toric structure and It was time to 
call in the experts. 
' A problem presented Itself. To 
I build a strong modern structure 
: within the walls of the old which 
(was first occupied by John and Abl- 
[goll Adnms In 1800. There were 
I proposals to tear down the entire 
i building and put up a brand new, 
| more modern home for the presi- 
dent. 

But the people of the country 
| would not stand for this and the de- 
cision was made to spend 5.4 mil- 
lion dollars on rebuilding within the 
I old shell. 

Delicate Operation 
The work of tearing down the in- 
terior Is finally finished and the Job 
of rebuilding has begun. The recon- 
struction job should be finished 
sometime in October 1051. 

Preserving the outer wall of the 

White House has been a delicate op- 

, erntion. To keep the stone outer 

wall and the roof it has been rioc- 

. cssary to plan a strong steel frame, 

' with new inner walls and floors. 

; Workmen dug 25 feet below the sur- 

, face to find a solid gravel footing 

; and then built 120 concrete piers to 

support the outer wall. 

Steel H columns resting on sep- 
arate footings will support the floor 
•beams and the base of the roof 
trusses. Heavy anchor bars will tie 
the steel columns to the stone wall. 
When this job is done the presi- 
dent's butler, no matter how heavy 
he Is, will be unable to make the 
chandeliers tinkle merely by walk- 
ing across the floor above. 
New Features Added 
Although there will be no changes 
made in the historical rooms, and 
they will have the same locations 
and appearances as before, the 
White House will not be put back 
together exactly as it was. The 
building will have three new fea- 
tures—a two level basement, a 
grand stairway and a modernized 
third floor. 

The two story basement will pro- 
vide additional space since the 
height of the White House cannot 
bo changed. There will be offices for 
a doctor and a dentist, and a room 
for a barber. The basement also 
will house a heating system and air 
conditioning machinery, and will 
provide needed storage space. 

Most striking change will be the 
new grand stairway— a dignified, 
winding, open stairway from the 
second to the first floor. The old 
stairway was enclosed.. In former 
days, when cabinet members and 
their wives marched down the 
stairs at formal receptions while the 
red coated marine band played the 
Blue Danube waltz, they would not 
be seen except at the bottom two 
. steps. 

; The new third floor was an attic 
I until 1927. Now this floor will have 
I eight guest rooms with baths, all 
I decorated In the same style as the 
i second floor .bedrooms.

Eye Window 
For Heart 



SAN FRANCISCO. Col.-A new 
scientific technique, which Is bnscv* 
en the theory that "the eye is thr 
window to the heart," can slmollf 
early detection or diagnosis by phy 
slclans of n tendency toward deve 1 
opment of heart disease. 

This technique, known as "flickr- 
photometry," has proven to bo mor 
than 08 percent accurate in confirm' 
Ing known cases of hypertensive rnr 
coronary heart trouble. In the hnn:' 
of doctors, it Is expected to he* 
them save many lives of potentir 
heart-attack victims, who herein 
fore hod little way of knowing they 
were developing the disease unti! 
often too late for preventative treat- 
ment. 

These findings, together with 
facts about the new heart-blood ves- 
sel measuring instrument called the 
"flicker photometer," were illus- 
trated here in a scientific exhibit at 
the convention of the American 
Medical Association. The now tech- 
nique and instrument are the result 
of ten years research by two Chi- 
cago scientists, Drs. Louis R. Kras- 
no and A. C. Ivy nf the University of 
Illinois C"tlege of Medicine. 
Simple Instruments 

The apparently simple instrument 
Is a black box with a tiny "window 
of light." In reality, it is a complex 
and accurate electrical device for 
producing controllable speeds of 
flickering light. It is capable of re- 
vealing, by measuring reactions of 
the human eye to a countable flick- 
er of light, certain blood vessel con- 
ditions of the retina and the brain 
which appear to precede two im- 
portant forms of heart disease. 

Two easily administered tests ore 
made. After first recording a pa- 
tient's reaction to the flicker, a 
harmless nitroglycerin tablet is "ad- 
ministered and a second flicker test 
taken. The interpretation of the tests 
simply depends on whether nitrogly- 
cerin increases or decreases the pa- 
tient's ability to see flickering light. 
Over 500 patients have been studied 
In this research project at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Further research 
la being continued at the University, 
as well as by several investigators 
throughout the country. 

In addition to its diagnostic appli- 
cation against the nation's No. 1 kill- 
er, the Krasno-Ivy "flicker photo- 
meter" offers valuable assistance 
to physicians in determining the ef- 
fectiveness of treatment in known 
cases of hypertension and coronary 
thrombosis. 

Verified Importance 

While meager news of the ma- 
chine's existence became known 
last December, further research and 
actual use by doctors now has veri- 
fied the importance of the device for 
real progress in the battle against 
heart disease. It is the first instru- 
ment able to reveal certain condi- 
tions of blood vessels of the retina 
and the brain, which appear to pro- 
cede hypertension and/or coronary 
heart diseases. 

It is commonly accepted that 
diagnosis and treatment of these 
two diseases can never begin too 
early, but diagnostic methods in 
general use today are of value only 
after the disease is further advanced 
clinically. The device detects this 
tendency at sub-clinical level, when 
the patient does not yet show evi- 
dence of elevated blood pressure, 
abnormal electrocardiogram, or any 
customary symptoms. It makes pos- 
sible mass testing of the public, by 
a simple and inexpensive method.
